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HICHWAY SURVEYOR’S REPORT 


Ne ee a er 


{ herewith zubmit my rourth annual report as Highway 
Surveyor. This department has spent a busy year in con- 
strction work and repair work. 


Pond Street was reconstructed from So. Main Street to: 
Paimer Ave., a distance of 750 feet. This was built of mixed 
ti.ree-course crushed stone and tar; eighteen feet wide. 


North Main St., No. Natick—in conjunction with the 
State and County,—was built from the residence of John 
Adams a distance of 1500 feet, 18 feet wide, 3-ft. shoulders. 


Conditions on the railroad, whereby cars were furnished 
which were very hard to unload, were expensive and we were 
obliged to secure local crushed stone and asphalt mixed, three 
courses. 


South Avenue, from the Weston town line to the Wayland 
town line—as ordered by the County, a gravel road was re- 
built; a distance of 3250 feet, 18 feet wide; 3-ft. shoulders. 
One-third of this expense is to be borne by each the State, 
County and Town; $3,000. total cost. There is a small balance 
left on account of this particular job, which will be used in 
_shaping, rolling and oiling another season, as recommended. 


I would recommend extensive repairs on Pond Street, as 
this street has become badly impaired on account of excessive 
use during the time West Central Street was being rebuilt. 


Would advise that all tar walks be resurfaced. 


I would state that Pegan Brook is badly in need of clean- 
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ing and grading, as this brook takes care of a large amount of 


street surface water from catch basins and through pipes to the 
brook. | 


The arches of the Pleasant Street Bridge, which were 
seriously injured by the breaking of the dam in the Charles 
River, has caused the town a large expense, as well as a great 
deal of inconvenience. 


The drain on Sawin Street—in conjunction with the Bos- 
ton & Worcester St. Ry.—was piped and repaired to land off 
the Wright estate. I find at this point that the drain—through 
the Wright estate—is too small to carry the large body of 
water to the railroad brook. Something should be done to re- 
lieve these conditions. 


Worcester Street from the Wellesley line to the Fram- 
ingham line is in very bad condition. Something ought to be 
done to try and interest the State in its reconstruction. 


I would recommend that a large amount of oil be used, 
especially on the hills, as the oil retains the surface of the 
streets and. keeps the roads from washing away. 


In conclusion, I wish to express my sincere thanks to the 
Departments and the citizens of the town for the assistance 
and courtesy extended to me at all times.

REMARKS 


I have done as requested by the Selectmen and entered 
into an agreement with the Wellesley and Framingham Fire 
Departments to give and receive aid when necessary. 

Chief Doyle of Wellesley has already taken care of one © 
fire for us and at no expense to us. We have agreed to aid 
him in any way in our power and are very glad to be able to do 
so. 


Chief Fiske of Framingham told me that their emergency 
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call was 333 and that he wanted me to use that call whenever 
~I found it necessary. In case that he was called to Lokerville 
and found that the fire was in Natick he would take care of © 
that fire until our department was notified and arrived at the 
fire he would then turn it over to us. 


He also extended to us the use of a steamer in case one of 
ours got out of order, we may have the use of it until such 
time as ours was put in proper condition to use. 


We are called upon this year to make extensive repairs at 
the South Natick Fire House. At present it is in a very un- 
sanitary condition and steadily going to ruin. Give us the 
$500 we are asking for and we will put it in a fairly good 
condition. ) | 

The roof over the stable at the Central Station has gone 
bad and it is necessary to put on a new one; $100.00 will cover 
the damage and that is what we are asking for. | 


Unfortunately at the time of the accident in South Na- 
tick the hose wagon was tipped over and dragged one hundred 
yards breaking a wheel and loosening up all parts besides des- 
troying the lanterns and chemicals. The wagon is being re- 
paired and will cost $150.00 while the chemicals, chemical- 
holders and lanterns will take up the balance of the $200.00 
which we are asking. 


~~ Hose at the present time is worth from ninety cents to one 
dollar a foot. By the first of February it will cost $1.25 and 
by the first of March you will be fortunate to be able to buy at 
all. We need from 2,000 to 3,000 feet as we have only 1,400 
feet of guaranteed hose in the department. It would be wise to 
look up the hose question immediately. 


This year we have been requested by several people to ask 
for an appropriation for a piece of motor apparatus. We are 
doing so and expect to get it.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF FIRE ALARMS. 


Board of Egwmeers :— 
Natick Fire eis: 
Genilemen 


In submitting my sixth Annual Report I will say, that all 
alarms have transmitted with good success. 


Since the Alarm System tells the story of where to go 
in case of fire, I consider it the real foundation of a Fire De- 
partment. 


Owing to the fact that my appropriation was cut in half 
this past year and owing to the increase of all material which 
has to be used in the maintenance of the system, I was unable 
to do much of any new work. I do not think that it is good 
. policy to HOOVERIZE in this case and by so doing allow 
the system to be neglected. 


Last year I put up four miles of new wire; this year one 
mile, running from Glen Street to Pleasant Street; and up 
Middlesex Avenue to East Central Street. Three new boxes 
have been added to the system this year and boxes 261, 26, 48 
and 63 have been relocated. 


How am I to get very good results and keep the system in 
good running order if you keep adding to the strain and not 
installing new wire in place of the old, defective wire? Give 
me the money and I’ll give you the results you desire. 


On January 14, 1917, the Edison wires at the Morse 
Hospital burned out considerable of our system, wrecking 
Box 26 and a Tapper, at a cost of $22.60. It destroyed every 
circuit at the Central Station, which will all have to be rebuilt 
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at considerable cost to the Town. We are in danger every 
minute of losing our entire system until this damage is re- 
paired. 


At the present time all circuits are in one conduit so that 
if you lose one you are very apt to lose all. They should have 


individual conduits. They should have them now. 


I would suggest that the Town ask permission to have 
the Fire Alarm wires put under all other wires at the Hospital 
and also to get off of the poles they are now on, for the bene- 
fit and protection of the Hospital and for the protection of 
the system itself. At present they are located on the same 
poles with high-tension wires, which have been the cause of a 
great deal of trouble to us in the past. 


It is very safe to say that you will save money, property 


and possibly lives in the future by installing a new box at the 


Hospital, instead of the old one that is now there, as it is abso- 
lutely unsafe and unreliable. 


Key guards are what we need and want put on the boxes 


‘in town. Put them on now and save time. Instead of run- 


ning to houses, looking for keys, they will be in the boxes 
where they belong. | L 


I need $500 to carry on my work this coming year, and 
carry it on right, and I leave it all with you to be fair with me.

IN GENERAL 


The entire number of arrests in the year was 285. Of. 
these 228 were males and 7 females; 178 were residents and 57 
were non-residents ; 229 were adults and 6 were minors. 


In suppressing the illegal sale of liquor, eight search war- 
rants for liquor were issued, and upon four warrants liquor 
was found and forfeited; the four defendants were found 
guilty in the lower court and were fined $50.00 apiece from 
which fine two appealed to the Superior Court, in which they 
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were convicted. 


There were five warrants issued for illegal sale of liquor, 
ali of whom were convicted in the lower court, and in the 
Superior Court a conviction was also obtained against them. 


There were four warrants issued for keeping gaming im- 
plements, and in the four places gaming implements were 
found, and the defendants convicted. 


The amount of liquor seized and forfeited to the State 
was as follows: 56 gallons of ale and lager and 25 gallons of 
whiskey.

REMARKS 


- The department has been most severely handicapped most 
of the year because of the delay in the repairs at the Police 
Station. This was occasioned by the non-arrival of steel for 
construction purposes. We were obliged to confine those ar- 
rested at the South Natick Station. This meant much hard- 
ship and expense of transportation. This condition prevailed 
from May 1st to November 24th. While no individual cell was 
provided for women I wish to say that the completed work 
is most satisfactory. The station is clean and sanitary and 
those who are so unfortunate as to be confined are well cared 
for. 


The endorsement of the State Board of Health as an ideal 
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station for its size, should be sufficient for our citizens to know 
the satisfactory conditions existing. 


I wish to call the attention of the citizens to the fact that 
our neighboring towns allow their officers one day off in eight. 
The force feel that this respite would be to their benefit and 
consequently to the Town. It would appear to me that if other 
towns take this view, our men should have the same considera- 
tion. 

I have made every possible endeavor to keep our streets 
and town clean, moral and safe. I have received such co-op- 
eration that I should and do extend my sincere thanks to all of 
our citizens who by advice and assistance have made my duties 
less severe.

REPORT {OF THE TREE WARDEN 


The Tree Warden herewith submits his annual report for 
the year ending December 31, 1917. | 

The greater part of the appropriation was used, during 
the past year, in taking care of the existing trees and but few 
new ones were planted. Almost all the streets in Natick are 
fairly well supplied with trees, and it seems wiser not to plant 
many more at present. The elm tree beetle and the brown 
tail moth have given but little trouble, but the gypsy moth has 
increased in numbers even on the street trees. 


Almost all our road side trees were sprayed last summer 
at considerable expense, and the usual amount of dead wood 
and low branches had to be removed. In the thickly settled 
portion of the town there is an ever increasing number of trees 
that die, from starvation, leakage of gas and electric wires, 
and their removal is an expensive item.

GYPSY AND BROWN ‘TAIL MOTHS ; 


The Local Commissoner herewith submits his annual re 
port for the year ending December 31st, 1917. 


The brown tail moth has fortunately disappeared for the 
last few years, but the gypsy moth has greatly increased, and 
is weil established in all parts of the town. Although Natick 
_is well equipped for the work and owns three power sprayers, 
the season is short, and it is difficult to do much private work, 
after the road sides are sprayed. The state has introduced a 
great many different kinds of parasites to prey on the gypsy 
- moth, some of them have proved fairly successful, noticeably 
the handsome Calasoma beetle, but the most promising para- 
site is a very small fly that eats the eggs of the gypsy moth. 
This fly is increasing in numbers very rapidly and if he sur- 
vives this terrible winter, should prove to be of very great 
value. The street trees have been kept clean in the residen- 
tial parts of the town, but it looks as if we would have to rely 
on parasites to help us in our woodlands, the cost of spraying 
large areas being almost: prohibitive.

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REPOR' OF PARK COMMISSIONERS 


During the past year the various Parks have been kept in 
good condition but the greatest outlay has been at the Town 
Park. The Bathing Beaches have long been inadequate to 
accommodate the increasing numbers who are availing them- 
selves of its privileges. The cutting down the point where 
the Ladies’ Bath House is located has given a much larger 
‘area and more convenient for the bathers. The shore to the 
north of the Men’s Bath House has also been graded and sev- 
eral danger holes filled in. The approaches to the beaches 
have also been filled and graded. The narrow roadway from 
the Park has been widened making the beaches easy of access 
from Pond street. 


The ravages of the Gypsy and Brown Tail Moths have 
so seriously threatened the destruction of the groves that the 
State Forester’s Department was appealed to for advice. Mr. 
W. A. Hatch made a thorough inspection both of the Town 
and Coolidge Parks, with the following recommendations : 


“OFFICE OF STATE FORESTER 
“The Natick Park Commissioners : 
Gentlemen :—At your request for a detailed report and 
explanation of methods of work now under way in your parks 
I will respectfully submit the following :— 


“In practically all wild or semi-wild woodland growths a 
thinning operation must take place in order to make the locality 
an ideal one for park purposes. Under ordinary conditions 
this is in a way a comparatively simple matter, for then the 
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trees of most perfect form may be noted and saved to make 
up the woodland, regardless of their species. | 


“But here the conditions are not ordinary. We have the 
moth problem to deal with, and unless certain rules are fol- 
lowed in the thinning ‘work the result will be a prohibitive 
annual expense for the maintenance of park trees by spraying 
which at best could mean only a partial protection for a single 
year. 


“The method of operating’ a woodland tract in a manner 
to bring about moth control, and at the same time to build up 
a tree growth of the greatest value, is based upon the idea of 
removing certain tree species which have been proved quite 
necessary to the well-being of the gypsy moth. In other 
words, the object is to propagate and foster the growth of 
trees upon which they do not readily subsist. 


“As applied to your park proper, this means the removal 
for the most part of the gray birch, poplar, and white oak, 
except in localities where they cannot be spared, as, for in- 
stance, Picnic Point, where the growth is all white oak, and 
removal could not be contemplated. 


“The appropriation of a considerable sum of money by 
your town for the maintenance of your parks indicates a real 
interest on the part of your citizens, and for the benefit of any 
so interested I will detail further plans for development of the 
woods. 


“After the cutting and thinning process the underbrush 
must be cleaned up and burned, and at this point of the work 
I wish to call your attention to the fact that all shrubs cannot 
be classed as brush. 


“Your park, after a close inspection, is found to contain 
many of our best native shrubs bearing the most fragrant 
flowers—azaleas, ceanothus, deciduous, holly, cornus, vibur- 
nums, shad, clethra, cephalanthus, high and low-bush_ blue- 
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berry, sweet fern, and others. ‘Special care should be taken to 
retain these. 


“As the thinning has already proceeded over an area of 
several acres, openings are to be found in general throughout 
the woodland, where underplantings should be made. One’of 
the most attractive forms of woodland growth is the one of 
small trees rising under and among the larger ones. Under 
this scheme of woodland management the forest always exists. 


“For varieties with which to underplant, I would men- 
tion hemlock, white pine, red pine, Norway spruce, and Euro- 
pean larch, each variety in the special soil condition to which 
it is adapted. The varieties named cost from seven to four- 
teen dollars per thousand, and it will cost about eight dollars 
per thousand to plant them. 


“T think that I have rendered a sufficiently detailed idea of 
your park problem, but I will add that that this report also 
applies to Coolidge Park, except that here we have the aid. of 
thousands of little hickory trees now growing under the old 
growth. This will to a large degree make underplanting un- 
necessary in this locality.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH 


In accordance with the requirements and Town By-Laws 
the Board of Health peresent herewith its report for the year 
ending December 31, 1917. 


The Board o-vanized in March by electing Dr. W. J. 
Cochran, Chairman, Thomas Morris, Secretary, and F. J. 
Winch, F. Agent. 


Meetings are at 8 p. m. on Thursday evenings. 
Dr. Thomas Doyle was appointed milk and food inspector. 


The appended reports and statements showing the work of 
the past year and the condition reiating to the health of the 
Town is gratifying to us. 


The past year is one in which the communicable diseases 
have been quite prevalent; the cost for caring for the contag- 
ious diseases has been quite large but we are in hopes of mak- 
ing delinquents come forward during the coming year. 


Complaints have been entered quite frequently especially 
for the failure to collect the garbage. 


We have had very many complaints for disagreeable odors 
arising from an artificial brook and basin situated upon the 
‘property of the Metropolitan Water Board into which is 
drained the refuse and. waste water supplies of the Natick 
Paper Mill; but we have hada great deal of trouble and finally 
enlisted the services of the State Board of Health and they 
have ordered the proprietor of the mill to cease running the 
waste water through said brook and to build a system of falter 
beds and care for sewerage on his own premises,

There has been a very great number of contagious dis- 
eases. We have had quite a few cases of diphtheria and scarlet 
fever and there is a decided increase in the number of cases of 
tuberculoses reported to the local board and we would suggest 
and advise that the town make some arrangements for the care 
of such cases. 


As regards cases of scarlet fever and diphtheria we have 
an arrangement with the Brighton Homeopathic Hospital for 
the care of these cases at the reasonable charge of $10.50 per 
week and a greater number of the cases reported to the board 
were sent to that institution. 


We have had one case of Pelagna reported and it has been 
under supervision and seems to improve although the disease is 
supposed to be incurable. 


There was an epidemic of sore throat reported from the 
south part of the town and for several weeks it looked as 
though it might become serious but by constant and persistent 
efforts assisted by the members of the State Board of Health, 
the milk inspector and the doctors in charge of the people who 
were afflicted it was brought to a successful termination with 
the loss of one case. 

The milk inspector, Dr. Doyle, continued the investigation 
and his report will be found in the report of Milk Inspector. 


There has been during the year only one case of Infantile 
Paralysis and that proved fatal within forty-eight hours. 


We would like to say a few words and keep up the cam- 
paign of education until all parents come to realize what every 
health officer knows; that diphtheria is a preventable and cur- 
able disease if only treated in time, that practically every death 
from diphtheria is unnecessary and that the factor in curing 
diphtheria is the promptness in the administration of anti- 
toxen; that it is very sly and insidious in its onset; that the 
parent is assuming grave responsibility who treats his child’s 
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sore throat with home remedies until the child is obviously 
very ill and who too often has lost the favorable opportunity 
to save the child’s life; that the elaborate and efficient machin- 
ery provided freely by the State and Town is useless unless 
used and used promptly.

DUMPS. 


Many complaints have been received about the condition 
of dumps in the town not only for the unsightly condition and 
annoyance caused by smoke from burning but they are also 
a breeding place for rats who cause the people who live in the 
neighborhood a great deal of trouble and we would suggest 
that nothing edible be allowed to be thrown in the dumps. 


GARBAGE 
An important matter is the collection of garbage and it is 
the source of innumerable complaints principally from that 
part of town north of the railroad and the board has deemed 
it necessary to make a change for the collection im that dis- 
trict for the coming year. 


The principal cause of the trouble is due to the people 
themselves; they try to help a neighbor who has pigs or 
chickens and when the neighbor goes out of the pig and 
chicken business they blame the garbage man for not fulfilling 
his contract and we would advise that people with garbage give 
it to no one except the man who is paid for its collection and it 
will obviate a great deal of trouble. The Board would advise 
people not to throw broken bottles and tin cans into garbage 


buckets because the man will not take them away.

‘Owing. to. vie increased, cost of the esc oops oh milk.a a 
athe of large dairies went out of business during the past 
year and a number of small dairies have taken their places. 
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The production of milk from the 120 dairies supplying 
Natick range from four (4) quarts to forty (40) cans a day 
per dairy. | 


During the year 430 inspections were made. A number of 
complaints received during the year which were investigated 
and when complaints were justified conditions were changed. 


As a whole the conditions of the dairies supplying milk 
to the town are satisfactory and with few exceptions the cattle 
were clean and healthy. 


During the year a number of milk samples were taken for 
analysis and were found to be above standard. 


An epidemic of septic sore throat occurred during the 
first week of August in Natick, Wellesley and Dover, and con- 
tinued for five weeks. There were 119 known cases of the dis- 

ease and one death due to streptococcic septicaemia. 


Attention was first called to the presence of an epidemic 
by the finding of hemolytic streptococci in the peritoneal fluid 
of a patient who had developed peritonitis. 


An immediate investigation showed that the majority of 
the cases were on the route of one milk distributor who ob- 
tained his supply from three places, the C, H and M farms. 


Producers’ permits were revoked on three dairies supply- 
ing milk to the distributor. In the meantime the distributor 
was allowed to continue business after a thorough sterilization 
of all his milk utensils and on condition that he would supply 
pasteurized milk obtained from another source to his trade, 
until such time as the Health Department would consider that 
the danger from the epidemic had passed. 


Hemolytic streptococci were found in the throat of two 
milk handlers on the C farm, and in the throat of a member of 
the distributor’s family. Streptococci were also found in the 
throat of a milk handler working for the distributor, but the 
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hemolytic character of the organisms was not determined. 


On the C farm was found also a cow discharging large 
numbers of non-hemolytic streptococci. 


The epidemic was finally stopped by the isolation of all 
known cases on the farms. sterilization of milk utensils, pas- 
teurization of milk and the exclusion of the above-mentioned 
cow from the herd. ‘ 

The epidemic involved a great amount of time, labor, and 
expense to Dr. Cochran, Chairman of the Health Department, 
without compensation. He was called on by me to examine all 
persons connected in any way with the milk supply from the 
C, H and M farms located out of town, also the family and the 
help on the distributor’s place which is located in Natick. A 
number of visits was necessary in each case and a number of 
cultures taken before a positive diagnosis could be made. 


I desire to thank Dr. George T. O’Donnell, District Health 
Officer, for his valuable assistance in the suppression of the 
epidemic.

The attention of the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Children has been called to one case and the parties brought 
into court. 


After several interviews with the Settlement Examiner 
of State Minor Wards as the Mother, an unmarried girl, was 
against a city to recover for the support of two children, 
amounting January 1, 1918, to $539.44. The city contends that 
the settlement was lost August 12, 1916, when the last settle- 
ment law werit»into effect, while if the claims of the Conimon- 
wealth are sustained settlement will not be lost: until 1919,

Natick, Mass., December 31, 1917. 


Overseers of Poor, 
Gentlemen :—The following is my report as Town Physi- 
cian for the year 1917. 


There were 226 calls divided as follows: Outside patients, 
calls to house, 129; office calls, 25; Inside patients, calls to 
Town Home, 72. 


There was one transfer to a hospital and one death among 
the inside patients and 11 transfers of outside patients to hos- 
pitals and two deaths. 


The Home and the patients are well cared for and the 
greater part of the inmates are well advanced in years which 
calls for additional care and watchfulness on the part of the 
matron. Many of the ailments which are incidental with old 
age add a great deal of.work to the matron’s duties owing to 
the lack of facilities for handling such cases. The general 
health of the inside patients has been good considering their 
ages.

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REPORT. OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


The Planning Board elected under Art. VIII of the new 
by-laws was orgdnized with H. B. Gale, Chairman, G. F. 
Whitney, Secretary, and has held meetings during the: year to 
consider the needs of Natick in the way of: town planning. 
We have consulted with the Massachusetts Homestead Com- 
mission, corresponded with the planning boards of other 
towns to inform ourselves as to the general duties of plan- 
ning boards, and have considered what lines of w ork may, 
be carried: on with profit to our communit 


Two members elected, Mr. mbeahen T. Wignot and Mr. 
John F. Mitchell, have resigned during the year. 


The law authorizing the election of town planning boards 
provides that their duties comprise in general the making o1 
studies ‘and plans for improving the housing and the conditions 
surrounding the homes of the people. In towns where there 
are no other special boards charged with particular branches 
of the work, the duties of the Planning Board include the 
making of plans and recommendations for building regula- 
tions, for water supply, sewer and drainage systems, fire pro- 
tection, laying. out. of new streets and parks, widening and 
improving streets, establishing building lines, special residence 
and manufacturing districts, regulation of bill-board and 
smoke nuisances, encouragement of home gardens, and pro- 
viding means of access to and use by the people of the advan- 
tages offered by natural features—forests, lakes and rivers— 
sonloreciaee their homes. | 


vla the Town of Natick some ty, these departments of w ork 
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are provided for by our Water, Sewer, and Park Commis- 
sioners.. The Planning Board has. no power to carry out any 
plans it may make, and can only recommend action to the 
Town. , ne 


-In regard to the laying out of. streets, while there is 
opportunity for improving the Town by a comprehensive plan 
for future development, the immediate needs in this. direction 
are not urgent enough, in the opinion of the Board, to justify 
the expense of such an undertaking under present conditions. 
No appropriation was made for the use of the »Planning 
Board, and we have not attempted any work involving cost to 
the town during the past year. The Overseers of the Poor 
kindly donated the use of their office for our meetings, and 
no expenses have been: charged to the Town os for sta- 
- tionery. } 4 


In order to keep in touch with and profit by the werk 
ef other planning boards throughout the State, our Board 
has-joined the Massachusetts Federation of Planning Boards, 
and was represented by our chairman and secretary at the 
fitth annual city and town planning conference at. Worcester, 
Nov. 14, 1917. Here your representatives called attention to 
the need of some legislation for regulating the bill-board nui- 
saticé and offered the following resolution, which, after debate, 
‘Was unanimously adopted by the Conference. 


“6 the Constitutional Convention of Massachusetts. ' 


, Whereas, The. increasing disfigurement of the cities and 
towns of the Commonwealth by unsightly billboards directly 
affects. the duties of the planning boards in making plang for 
the, improvement of conditions surrounding thre: stoasing of 


the ‘people: and 

| Whereas, The Commission appointed Gy the. Becht 
of 4814 to study the needs of the State for the regulation of this 
aastier reported that a constitutional amendment is necessary 
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to enable the Legislature to deal effectually with the subject, 
and recommended such an amendment, therefore the Massa- 
chusetts Federation of Planning. Boards respectfully petition 
that the Constitution be so amended as to give the General 
Court authority to regulate and restrict advertising on public 
highways, in public places, and on private property within pub- 
lic view.” 

The Town of Natick has in Lake Cochituate and sur- 
rounding territory one of the most beautiful home sites in the 
State, and we should look forward to recovering as far as 
possible for our townspeople the use and benefit of these 
natural advantages. The fishing privilege alone in these 
times.of food scarcity would be of great benefit. In view of 
this fact, the Planning Board sent a delegate to present: this 
view to. the State Food Conservation Department, with the 
result that the principle that fishing should be permitted in 
these lakes under proper restrictions has been recognized, and 
we trust ‘more liberal regulations will follow. 


“In the ‘opinion of the Board some work should be done in: 
the rear future in planning a system of street grades and sur- 
face drainage which would enable the Highway Surveyor to 
lay out his work on an economical and permanent basis and 
avoid expensive damage suits, ) : 

At present our town is comparatively free from buildings 
of an objectionable character. For example, the “three- 
decker” tinder-box tenements which have. disfigured many 
communities have not yet been exploited here. It would be 
wise to adopt some adequate building regulations to deal with 
this, problem before the need arises. This matter is in the 
hands of.a special committee. Bt 

— We have at present ‘some handsome residence streets 
which are a credit and ornament to the town, and the estab- 
lishmept of building lines would precerve them for the future. 
Plans for this work can be made at slight expnse, and we 
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believe an appropriation of not exceeding one hundred dol- 
lars for the work of the Planning Board could be used to ad- 
vantage during the coming year in this and similar work.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


To the Trustees of the Morse Institute : 


Gentlemen: 


December 31, 1917, witnessed the completion of the forty- 
fifth year of service to the public by the Morse Institute. 


Since the middle of June the work has been handicapped 
_ by illness among the substitutes, for two, Miss Daniels at that 
time, and Miss Duncan later, were obliged to withdraw be- 
cause of sickness, anda third after serving her apprenticeship 
obtained a better position. The unevenness of supply rend- 
ered it difficult to cover the twelve hour day satisfactorily and 
accomplish much outside of the regular routine. In com- 
comparison with other libraries we have been unusually for- 
tunate in loss of time from this cause, and as we now have a 
complete working force, it is hoped that “for the good of the 
service’ we may retain it. 


It has been a year of adjustment to new conditions, for 
the European War has had its influence here as elsewhere, 
and has been the foundation upon which much of the work 
has been based. The absence of so many of our young men 
who were regular patrons is noticeable, and that combined with 
the auxiliary work of the women and children for the Red 
Cross has diminished the number of books cirgulated slightly, 
fer the necessities of the time cause reading simply for pleas- 
ure to be held in abeyance by many, but the use of the refer- 
ence room has remained the same. 


In September the national movement ye the Library War 
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Council to raise money for libraries for the soldiers in the Can- 
tonments was carried out here. The Trustees appointed a 
committee consisting of the librarian and the wives of the 
Trustees, who added to the number the presidents of the Catho- 
lic Woman’s Club, the Natick Woman’s Club, and the Daugh. 
ters of the American "Revolution; these, assisted by. a. large 
number of High School girls under the direction of Mrs. A. 
J. Doon and Mrs. J. A. Mahan. the Boy Scouts, and members 
of the Natick Woman’s: Club, succeeding in raising $763.13, an 
excess of $13.13 over the required amount. Much credit is 
due all those who gave their time and labor, and to the public 
for so generously responding. An unsolicited check of ‘$25.00 
from the Greeks of Natick, collected by Mr. Basil E. Mey- 
meris was an unexpected contribution and much appreciated. 
Also the editors of the Natick Bulletin and Tribune, the pro- 
prietor of the Suburban Press, and the Beetle & Maclean 
Manufacturing Co. assisted liberally with printing and tags. 


The request for books and periodicals for the soldiers © 


was the means of nearly four hundred volumes being sent to 
the Boston Public Library for distribution, and another smaller 
collection is nearly ready, and with few exceptions these nae 
all been given by our townspeople. 


One of the features of present day work is the posting 
of daily bulletins issued at Market Station, Boston, which is a 
branch of the U. S. Department of Agriculture, giving the 
prices both wholesale and retail of vegetables and apples. 


Also we are in receipt of much valuable material from the 
_ U.S. Food Administration concerning the best methods for 


the prevention of waste, and the SUP ae of nutritious food 
at low cost. 


The weekly Report of Crop Conditions sent out by, the 
Ameri¢an Steel and Wire Co,of Chicago has been; very help; 
ful, for besides giving a survey of the progress of the treps 
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and receipts for the preparation of vegetables and cereals for 


the table. 


Sir Gilbert Parker of London, England, and Professor 
W. Macneile Dixon of Glasgow University, Scotland, have 


contributed many volumes and pamphlets relating to the War, 


which will furnish a fund of valuable information for the 
student and the general reader. 


Work in the various departments has been as usual, and 


_ if all the appliications which we have for permission to draw 


books from this library from residents of the adjoining towns 
were complied with, the circulation would be doubled. 


The Young People’s Library under the efficient direction 
of Miss Carena L. Haggett has had a large attendance. which 
quite often is beyond the comfortable capacity of the rooms. 


While not quite as many baskets of books have been sent 
to the schools this year, an increasing number of teachers have 


personally selected volumes for school use, and have become 


better acquainted with the contents of the library. 


Miss Haggett’s collection of mounted and classified clip- 


“pings has proved its value, for it includes many selections not 
~'to be found elsewhere. 


Some notable changes have been made in the reading 
rooms, as the partitions were torn down and the three rooms 
were made into one, which entirely changed its appearance. 
With the walls newly frescoed and the woodwork refinished, 
and with the better light and ventilation that were gained by 
the change, this department now compares very favorably 
with that of other libraries. 


A most artistic addition to the room was a tall eight-day 


clock in mahogany, a reproduction of the “old clock on the 


stairs” which was given by Miss Marietta Rice in memory of 
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her father and mother, a brass plate on the front of the case 
bearing the inscription, “Gift of Marietta Rice in memory of 
her parents Nathan and Catherine S. Rice. 1917.” It is not 
only extremely ornamental but is also a great convenience to 
readers, and is a memorial that will outlast many generations. 


The room at the rear of the hall has also been remodelled, 
for two-thirds of it has been taken for a rest room and a place 
where the Trustees can hold their meetings, for when the 
Young People’s Library was established they gave up the 
room reserved for them, and they have been obliged to hold 
their sessions anywhere they could. The remaining section 
has been converted into a dressing recm with toilet appur- 
tenances, a clothes closet, and shelves for current newspapers, 
cleaning utensils, and the various odds and ends which ac- 
cumulate in the daily work. These are all improvements 
which have been needed for many years, and will add much to 
the comfort of all concerned. | 


We have again to acknowledge the kindness of Mr. John 
B. Leamy in still continuing to transport books to the schools 
free of charge, and also for exempting the large case of books 
which we sent to the soldiers. The editors of the Natick Bul- 
letin and the Natick Tribune have been most kind in inserting 
notices in the weekly papers, and books and pamphlets have 
been received from many sources. 


Also we are indebted to the public and to the Trustees for 
kindly consideration and cooperation.

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REPORT OF SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON 
OLD HIGH SCHOOL BUILDING. 


This committee was appointed by the moderator of the 
annual town meeting of 1917 under authority of a vote of the 
meeting directing the committee to investigate and report to 


the Town on the matters covered by Aricle 28 of the warrant, 


Vides 


“Article 28. To see what sum of money, if any, the 
Town will appropriate or borrow to make repairs or alterations 
in the Old High School building, appoint a committee to have 
sole charge of the repairs or alterations of the same, with full 
authority to make all contracts needed to further and carry 
out the purpose of the article, or otherwise act thereon.” 


Acting under the instructions of this vote, the committee 
have inspected the building, have investigated the questions of 
the most advantageous uses that could be made of it and of the 
repairs and alterations necessary for such uses, have obtained 
estimates from contractors on the cost of the work, and 
report as follows: 


Condition of the Building. The structure of the building 
is sound and the general plan well adapted for school use; but 
some alterations are necessary to bring it up to the standard 
of safety required by the State Building Inspection Depart- 
ment. It is very much out of repair, the floors, especially in 
the older parts of the building, being badly worn and slivered, 
the plastering cracked and in some places fallen off, and the 
whole building badly in need of cleaning and paint inside and 
out. 


In regard to the heating system, the steam pipes and ra-

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diators appear to be adequate for the purpose and in gener- 
ally good condition; but the horizontal fire-tube boilers, which 
are twenty-two years old, are unfit for further service.

Of the plumbing but little is left, as the conimittee ‘discov~ 


ered on its first inspection that thidves had entered ithe building 


and carried away all lead and_ brass pipe, copper and fittings, ~ 


leaving. nothing good, for use except some soil pipe and such 
closet bowls as are not broken or cracked. 


The fite escape at the rear of -the building is inadequate, 


haying-stairs with winding steps at the corners and insufficient 


space for.exits from the rooms, and the boiler-room is without 
fireproof walls or ceilings. | ? 

Possible Use of. the Building... The only necessary town 
purpose to which the building seers adapted is for school use; 
and the badly overcrowded condition of some of the school- 
rooms in town, where approximately twice as many pupils are 
assigned to one, teacher as,are allowed in the better class of 
grade schools in the State, naturally suggests the use of this 
building to relieve this congestion. | 


For example, the manual training department could be 
provided with quarters on the first floor, more commodious and 


more convenient of access to the pupils who attend it than the 
present quarters on Cochituate street, and the ninth and part of 


the eighth grades might be accommodated on the second floor, 


leaving the top floor perhaps for a gymnasium. These pupils 
of the eighth and ninth grades, who make most use of the man- 
ual training department, would then not have to leave the 
building at all, and the quarters vacated by them could be used 
to relieve the overcrowding in the lower grades. 


Repairs and Alterations. ‘Yo fit the building for the pur- 


poses just described or similar school uses, and to comply with | 


the State regulations according to the report of State Inspector 

Atkinson, the following repairs and alterations are necessary: 
Replace the old boilers with a pair of sectional boilers, 

equivalent to ten-section forty-four inch Mills type, with new 


‘smoke flue; these boilers to be connected to present heating- | 


es Race 4 Be 


_ pipes through an eight-inch steam main, and all work in boiler-.. 
_ Toom to be protected with approved non-conducting covering. 


Inclose boiler-room with eight-inch brick partition with 
self-closing fire door, and plaster ceiling of boiler-room and 
coal pocket with three-quarter inch of cement on wire lath. 
This work will necessitate enlarging the present entrance to the 
toilet- -room, and altering the basement stairway. 


The emergency stairway and inclosure for same at the 


rear of the building must be reconstructed and enlarged so as 


to provide square landings and adequate entrance doors from 


-each room on each floor. 


Abandon the boys’ coat-room in the basement, and use the 
Space thus gained for improving the toilet-room, thé present 
dividing partition and other unnecessary woodwork in the 
basement to be removed. 

Install new plumbing, including the necessary closets, four . 
lavatories and four bubble-fountains, using good parts of old 
plumbing where practicable. 


(All work covered by the foregoing paragraphs must com- 
ply with the state regulations for schoolhouse construction and 
be completed to the statisfaction of the state inspector.) 


Repair all plastering in the building. 


Lay new hard-pine top floors in four large rooms of main 
building, in halls on first and second floors and in vestibule. 


Provide four new thresholds and forty. new stair treads. 
Clean all old inside woodwork and flgors, and give wood- 


work treatment needed to put in good repair. 


Paint walls and give both old and new floors a coat of oil. 


Give roof and outside of building all necessary repairs to 
put same in good condition, including new water-conductors 
where needed, repair windows and paint outside two coats. 

Without going into minor details, such as appliances for 
fire protection and lighting, the foreging covers the work neces- 
sary to make this building fit for school use, but does not in- 
clude furniture. 
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Estimate of Cost. The committee’s estimate of the cost 
of this work, based on the prices of December, 1917, is 
($12,000) twelve thousand dollars, divided approximately as 
follows:

Recommendations. Under normal conditions of peace 
and prosperity, the committee might favor this expenditure; 
but, in our judgment, nothing less than an emergency threaten- 
ing the serious crippling of our schools could furnish an excuse 
for undertaking this work under war-time conditons In the 
opinion of the committee no such emergency exists. The pro- 
posed rehabilitation of the Cochituate street schoolhouse will 
relieve the most serious overcrowding of the other schools for 
the present; and, under prevailing war conditions of cost and 
scarcity of supplies, to take money needed by the Nation from 
the people and use it to compete with the Nation in buying 
labor and material for a project that can wait, would be but 
little short of a crime. 


We therefore recommend that the Town postpone the re- 
pairs and alterations of this building, but continue to hold the 
property until after the war. Then, unless some other use 
for it may arise in the meantime (such, perhaps, as for an 
emergency hospital) we believe it can profitably and more eco- 
nomically be repaired for school purposes. —

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON FIRE 
| HAZARDS. 


Two years ago the signers of this report were appointed 
to investigate the fire hazard of the Town Schools, and a full 
report with recommendations was prepared and published in 
the Town Report for 1916. This was accepted, the Town ap- 
propriated $8,550.25 and the same Committee was appointed 
with full authority to carry out the purposes as contained 
therein. 

There now remains only to record that the additions and 
improvements to fire protection, special provisions for fire pre- 
vention and, most important, adequate means of egress for 
pupils and teachers have been installed and completed. The 
fathers and mothers of children in the schools may rest as- 
sured that every reasonable precaution has been taken for their 
protection against outbreak of fire, and loss of life because of 
insufficient fire signal systems or means of egress. 

To review the work in a few words: 


All schools are now provided with covered metal barrels 
for waste paper awaiting baling or burning. 

Fach janitor has an up-to-date all-metal ventilated locker 
for his own use, instead of the wooden cupboards formerly in 
the basements. 

All-schools are fully equipped with approved chemical 
fire extinguishers. 

Additional fire alarm boxes have been located so that pos- 
_ sible alarms from schools mey be given with minimum delay. 


The use of lamps and lanterns is no longer necessary, as 
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electric lighting has-been provided; with new and old wiring 
conforming to National Standard. ; 


Waste material, old furniture, etc., has been removed 
from the basements and under stairs. 


Electric fire signal systems’ of uniform type are now in 
operation in all schools. These can be operated from any floor — 
or from basement. 


Smoke and’ fire stops have been constructed as needed, 
making important improvement in many of the school build-/ 
ing basements and hallways: ‘Nearly all of the basement new 
construction is fireproof: Means of egress are now practically 
double in every building above one story in height. In the 
Wilson School independent fire-exit doors open directly out 
from the primary rooms on the first floor. 


Naturally quite a: few unforeseen conditions confronted — 
the Committee when the work was in progress. Some ex- 
penditure appears’ in our account for items which were not 
anticipated in our report of last year. On the other hand, we ~ 
modified, after full investigation, the original scheme, having 
omitted the proposed fire alarm box at West Natick and not 
re-locating the box nearest Oak Grove School. 


It is with much satisfaction that your Committee returns 
an unexpended balance to the Town from the amount appro- 
priated for our use.. To a considerable extent this has been 
made possible by the co-operation of the Natick merchants 
and contractors who have furnished the needed material and 
labor. :

The orders issued to the School Committee of the Town 
of Natick, relating to the prevention of spread of fire alarm 
smoke, the extinguishment of fire, the installation of fire alarm 
signals and the provision of adequate egress in the Wilson, 
Elliott, Oak Grove, Nathan Rice, Harvard, Bacon and Felch- 
ville Schools, having been carried out in a satisfactory manner 
under the direction of your Committee, I would inform you 
that State certificates of inspection have been isued for all the 
aforesaid schools. 


It now becomes a relatively simple matter of maintenance 
and if proper attention is given to this, in my judgment these 
schools are as safe for occupancy as any of like construction in 
the Commonwealth.

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“TRUSTEES REPORT 


The trustees have the honor to present their annual 
report for the year ending December 31, 1917. 


A considerable portion of the annual report for the year 
1916 was devoted to the needs of a new ward, the trustees 
believing this was necessary in order that the safety*of the 
inmates from fire might be improved, the capacity of the 
hospital increased and an up-to-date maternity service fur- 
nished. The town approved our recommendation, granting 


the hospital an increased appropriation so that we felt war-_ 


ranted in going ahead with the addition. Owing to general 
business’ conditions the work has been delayed but it is 
now expected that it will be finished and ready for occu- 
pancy sometime during March. 


The construction follows the plans outlined in our last 
report, i. e. a one\story and basement stucco building having 
accommodations for nine private and nine ward patients 
and a nursery for eighteen babies; modern waiting and de- 
livery rooms, an enlarged diet kitchen with the latest ap- 
pliances and the necessary serving, sterilizing, lavatories, 
bath room, etc. The structure is pleasing in design and har- 
monizes well with the present hospital building with which 
it is connected by a corridor also to be used as a sun parlor. 
The private rooms should be most desirable and we antici- 
pate that the service which we can furnish with the addition 
in use will be highly appreciated. 


The cost has been somewhat more than estimated but 
not as much more as might be expected considering that 
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_ these are War-times and that the cost of all building con- 


struction has advanced very considerably ever since the 
ward was started. 


Mention was made in last year’s report of the installa- 
tion of an X-ray outfit then about to be made. The equip- 
ment was completed early in the year and thus one more of 
the pressing needs of the hospital was met. It is indispens- 
able for the accurate diagnosis of fractures and is also of 
great assistance at times in determining the nature of in- 
ternal disorders. 


Miss Munroe has completed a year as Superintendent 
and her work has been most satisfactory. Building opera- 
tions have been carried on for nearly eight months of the 
past year which has made conditions trying and uncom- 
fortable but she has met them in a cheerful and cooperative 
spirit which has been especially pleasing. 


Miss Armstrong, the Assistant Superintendent, re- 
signed and Miss DeWolf succeeded her. In September Miss 


_ DeWolf resigned and Miss Margaret Cavanagh assumed the 
duties of Assistant Superintendent. 


Dr. Luther G. Paul and Dr. Clarence Crane, both of 
Boston, have been elected consulting surgeons also Dr. Allen 
Greenwood of Wellesley, an ophthalmic surgeon. The hos- 
pital has lost by death an assisting physician, Dr. Roval 
Hatch of Wellesley, who had been connected with the hos- 
pital for about six years and who was one of its loyal sup- 
porters. There have been no other changes in the staff 


- We wish to assure the doctors and surgeons that their serv- 


ices in connection with ward patients, so cheerfully and effi- 
ciently. rendered, are highly appreciated by the trustees. 


Again we take pleasure in acknowledging our great in- 
debtedness to the Ladies’ Aid Association, a very valuable 
adjunct to the hospital, and to thank the members for their 
kindly assistance. For those who may not be familiar with 
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the work of the association it can be said that it furnishes 
the linen, blankets, etc., a most necessary help. For details 
of its work seé the reports of the secretary and treasurer 


which will be found on other pages.

We desire to thank all who have so generously aided the 
hospital during the past year and we regret that through lack 
of space we are prevented from giving the names of all of 
those who have assisted us. 

Training School. 
Number of nurses in the training school at the present 
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time—20. We have received 23 applications and have ac- 
cepted 8 pupils. Five have completed a four months’ course 
at the Boston City Hospital, one pupil has resigned and one 
has been graduated. 


The medical and surgical staff have given 52 lectures and 
in addition there have been ten practical demonstrations in 
chemistry and urinalysis by Professor Smith and 30 classes 
in anatomy by Dr. Baum. There has also been 20 demon; 
strations in obstetrics by the medical staff and the Senior and 
Junior nurses have attended a post mortem examination. 
The Junior nurses have been given 8 lessons in massage and 
the Superintendent and her assistants have held 82 class reci- 
tations and 60 demonstrations. The dietitian has held 20 
class recitations and 18-nurses have had practical experience 
in the diet kitchen. 


_ We wish to thank the members of the medical and surgi- 

cal staff for their kindness in giving so much of their. time 
and attention to the instruction of the nurses and for. their 
helpful assistance in the Wards.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


In addition to the report of the Superintendent of 
Schools, herewith submitted, the School Committee wish to 
emphasize certain facts which the voters of Natick should 
consider. 


But first of all we wish to express our sincere regret 
because of the untimely removal by death of one of our ~ 
number, Mr. Clarence S. Woods. From the time of his 
election to the time of his fatal illness Mr. Woods never 
missed a meeting. His attention to the detail work of the 
Board made him a most valuable member. 


At a joint meeting of the Selectmen and the School 
Committee held June 7, Mrs. N. Agnes White was unani- 
mously elected to fill the vacancy caused by the death of 
Mr. Woods. 


The past year has been extraordinary because of the 
effects of the great world war. Because of lack of fuel 
the schools were closed one week earlier than usual before 
Christmas. During the extremely cold period, owing to the 
careful work of the janitors no damage came to the school 
equipment in the town, which was not the experience ia 
other places. 


Due to the greatly increased price for fuel the appro- 
priation was insufficient and unpaid bills amounting te 
$557.84 remain at the end of the year. At the beginning 
of the year the coal in all buildings was lacking, owing te 
_ the smaller appropriation of the year before.. This required 
large expenditures at the outset, and in October the appro- 
priation for the present year was exhausted and an appeed 
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was made to the Advisory Board. A grant of $284.50 was 
received in December, but this amount and the saving by 
closing one week earlier still left the unpaid bills men- 
tioned above. We have asked for $5,882 as the appropria- 
tion for next year on the basis of present prices, and the 
average requirements of the past three years. 


The improvements this past year included the shing- 
ling of the roof of the Felchville School, also the painting 
of Felchville, Bacon, and Nathan Rice buildings. These 
large amounts, with unexpected expenses following the ex- 
cellent work of the Committee on Fire Prevention, and the 
emergency expenditures due to the overcrowded condition 
at the West Natick School, have more than used the ap- 
propriation, leaving unpaid bills of $302.39. 

For textbooks and supplies the appropriation was but 
$4,000, instead of $4,500 requested. The increased cost 
of nearly all supplies, with the greatly increased attendance 
in the middle grammar grades has made it impossible to 
keep within the appropriation except at a great loss to the 
children and the unpaid bills amount to $317.04. The 
School Committee ask for $6000 the coming year so that 
many worn out books may be renewed and the increased 
cost for all supplies may be met. 


| In the miscellaneous account the bills for water and 
sewer submitted after Jan. 1, 1918 amount to $243.54 and 
the remainder is due to unusual demands this year. 


The School Committee consider that the attendance of 
111 pupils at West Natick School on November 1, makes 
imperative the provision for that section of the town, of a 
four-room building instead of the present two rooms. We 
believe the town must take this action now in view of the 
growing population in that district. 


There is still a crowded condition in the Oak Grove, 
Nathan-Rice and Wilson buildings which must be relieved. 
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The re-opening of the Cochituate School would offer some 
help and the Committee ask the town to carefully consider the 
advisability of this action. The transfer of grades eight and 
nine about 200 pupils to the old High School Building would 
allow the Wilson School to receive the seventh grade from the 
Oak Grove and Nathan Rice schools. The overcrowding would 
thus be relieved in all three buildings. 


The School Committee has realized that the new High 
School building was intended as a community center for 
town activities. The Red Cross and Junior Red Cross have 
been granted liberal use of the buildings both during the 
summer and the school year. Meetings for Liberty Loans 
here have been granted and the hall has been rented to 
other organizations devoted to the public welfare. 


The School Committee is confident that the town of 
Natick will maintain the schools next year with the in- 
creased efficiency desired by the Committee.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS 


Ladies and Gentlemen of the School Committee: 


The twenty-sixth annual report of the superintendent 
of schools is hereby submitted for your consideration. 


Unusual conditions, unusual activities and unusual re- 
sults have made the work of the schools unique during the 
year that has just closed. 


At last, after three years, the terrible European strug- 
gle has actively and vitally interested the American public. 
Every phase of American life has been affected. Capital 
and labor, commerce and industry, literature and art, col- 
leges, great and small, schools, public and private, all have 
been obliged to make their contributions. 


To the present time none of our teachers have left us 
to enlist.* Some are liable to the draft and may be called to 
the colors at any time. On account of their youth, few en- 
listments have occurred among the boys in our schools, but 
there have been some, both in the army and in the navy 


Service at the front has not directly affected our school 
erirollment in any appreciable degree. If, however, we 
should attempt to display the enlistments among the grad- 
uates of our school, a service flag of large proportions would 
be required. 


*Since the above was written our teacher of manual 
training, Mr. Harold R. Wise has enlisted in the Aviation 
Corps. 
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Service closely related to the efficient prosecution of the 
war has been and still is maintained in all the schools. 
There is no child, boy or girl, to whom the opportunity has 
not been offered to do his or her “bit.” This has had its 
effect on the regular work. Time has been lost, lessons 
omitted, and energy diverted to other channels than in 
tegular scholastic attainment. But all have been imbued 
with the idea that the need was great and the cause just. 


Early in the year Miss Cummings organized in the 
schools of the town what has since become a national move- 
ment, the Junior Red Cross. All-girls of suitable age were 
banded together in workable groups for the purpose of 
making all sorts of hospital, camp and emergency supplies. 
During the entire summer these classes met in the different 
rooms of the High School and worked all day, eight hours, 
in making a great variety of miaterials for the soldier boys 
at the front, for hospitals, supply depots and Red Cross 
stations. Miss Cummings has received no compensation 
from any source except such satisfaction as she may have 
in a good work, well done. Many thousands of articles have 
been made and shipped. Many a soldier’s or sailor’s lot we 
trust has been made happier and more endurable by these 
reminders of home and native land made by the deft se hg 
of the girls in the Natick schools. 


All the energy of the sewing department has been 
directed, since the opening of school in. September, toward 
the production of as much material as possible, useful to 
the soldiers and sailors in service abroad. 

This work has all been accomplished without calling on 
the town or the School Department to expend a dollar. 
Through entertainments and with the help of gifts from 
generous friends, Miss Cummings and the children have 
financed the entire work. 


Of course all of the customary work and projects of 
this department have for the time been set aside. 
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It might be a question whether or not the girls are ac- 
quiring as many of the fundamentals of the household art 
as they would acquire in the usual course. But this is cer- 
tain, the motives behind the work and the definiteness of its 
aim have added zest and enthusiasm such as was never be- 
fore manifest. Thus has the war affected the schools so 
far as the work of the girls is concerned. — 


Not a whit less vital or valuable has been the service 
of the boys. 


Through the efforts of che .ocal Public Safety Commit- 
tee and the teachers, scores of bovs as well as a few girls 
were enlisted in home and scnooi garden projects. 


Mr. Phillips, principal of the Eliot School, was em- 
ployed by the Natick Trust Company to supervise the com- 
munity gardens, the use of the land for which was given by 
Mr. Henry S. Hunnewell and Mrs. Shaw. Attention is 
called to Mr. Phillips’ report as to this feature of the work 


As a result of these home and school gardens many 
vegetable cellars are amply provided with foodstuffs for the 
winter at a much lower cost than present market prices. 


This work took some time, some energy, and some of 
the interest away from the routine of the regular tasks. 
But it has paid, and the writer can not help admitting a de- 
sire .hat more and better organized efforts along this line 
be made another spring. 


Another line of special endeavor which has charac~er- 
ized ‘he school activities during the vear is the organization 
known as the “Schoolboy Volunteers.” 


Farly in the year the Massachusetts Committee of 
Public Safety inaugarated a campaign, the purpose of which 
was to enlist boys over sixteen years of ave for work on 
the farms. Plans were laid for the formation of camps in 
different parts of the state where groups of boys under 
competent leaders might be sheltered and fed during em- 


ployment on the neighboring farms Sixteen such camps 
were established. 


The camp idea, however, was not suited to conditions 
here, nor was the organization of a camp necessary. Farm- 
ers hereabouts were glad to employ the boys from the High 
School and the upper grammar grades. In this way forty 
boys were employed during the period from May to Octo- 
ber, most of whom were from the High School. Thirty-six 
of these boys were given badges on which the seal of the 
Commonwealth was the chief figure. Thirty-five having 
fulfilled all the conditions have been presented their badges 
together with a diploma signed by the Governor and by the 
chairman of the Committee of Public Safety, Mr. James ye 
Storrow.* 


It was inevitable that some boys should render better 
service than others. In only two cases however was there 
any fault found by the employer. With these exceptions 
all agreed that the boys had rendered to the farmer an 
equivalent of the wages paid them. 


No one can doubt the great value to the boys of the 
summer’s work if we consider alone the improved health 


*Since the above was written badges and diplomas 
have been awarded to each of the above boys by the Fed- 
eral Government. 


More interesting still are the figures representing the 
amounts saved. These vary from twenty to two hundred 
dollars and make a total of two thousand two hundred 
sixty-five dollars; or an average of sixty-three dollars per 
boy. 


Gf the thirty-six boys, thirteen were seniors who have 
since graduated. Nine of the thirteen are now in college 
and have paid the first installments of tuition from their 
own earnings. 
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and bodily vigor consequent upon such work. The develop- 
ment of the brawn and muscle would alone warrant a repeti- 
tion of the experiences of the summer. 

The length of service varied from eight days by a boy 
who was later employed in a store to one hundred and four- 
_ teen days by a boy who later entered New Hampshire State 
College. . 


The average length of service was sever:ty-one days. 
All of the boys together worked two thousand five hun- 
dred and thirty-two days. 


The total amount earned during the summer, four thou- 
sand two hundred and forty-two dollars and fifty-nine cents 
should surprise anyone who has not followed the work. 
_ This is an average of one hundred eighteen dollars a boy.

DISTRIBUTION OF PUPILS 


The enrollment for 1916-17 of 2105 shows an increase 
of but fourteen over that of the preceding year. This, how- 
ever, does not properly represent the difficulties which have 
confronted us in an equitable distribution of pupils to the 
several buildings. At the opening of the schools in Sep- 
tember overcrowded conditions existed in the Wilson, Oak 
Grove, Nathan Rice and West Natick buildings. 


To alleviate somewhat these conditions transfers were 
made from the Wilson to the Harvard Street, from the 
Oak Grove to the Wilson and Nathan Rice, and from the 
Wilson to the Bacon School. 


At the West Natick School we were obliged to accept 
all comers in grades one to six inclusive One hundred 
and twenty-four different pupils have so far been regis- 
tered in the two rooms. As may be seen by the table on 
page 37, one hundred eleven were in attendance on No- 
vember first. It being impossible to provide seats for so 
many in the school rooms, chairs and desks were placed 
in the corridor and an assistant, Miss Helen A. Murphy, a 
_ recert graduate of the Framingham Normal School and of 
our High School in the class of 1915, was put in charge. 


But one solution of the question at West Natick is 
possible. There must be more room provided. At the 
March town meeting a special committee was appointed to 
investigate and report concerning the matter. No oppor- 
tunity as yet has occurred for a report, and quite probably 


pm yt s 
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will not occur until the next town meeting. But something 
very definite should be done at that time. Hardly less 
pressing is the situation in the Wilson, Oak Grove and 
Nathan Rice districts. According to the figures of 1916 
we were asking the teachers of these three schools, twenty 
in all, to teach an average of fifty pupils per teacher. By 
a heavy falling off in the eighth and ninth grades and by 
the transfer to other districts this average has been re- 
duced to forty-five pupils per teacher. But this is ten too 
many. | 


Without question the least expensive solution will be 
found to be the opening of the Cochituate Street building 
for at least the first four grades. 


A glance at the third table on page 37, showing the 
variations for 1917, will show very quickly the cause of 
our trouble. 


While the High School decreased 6, the ninth grade 27, 
the eighth 12 and the first 28, a total of 73, there was an 
increase of 112 ia the grades two to seven. 


This means that because of the increase in these par- 
ticular grades, conditions have arisen in certain schools that 
are well nigh intolerable and should be eliminated at the 
earliest possible opportunity. Under present conditions 
we are asking our teachers to be responsible for the train- 
ing and education of more of our boys and girls per teacher 
than 1s true of any other town or city in the commonwealth, 
the statistics of which have come to our notice. 


As the Natick Trust Company has taken over the man- 
agement of the schools savings accounts, no attempt has 


been made to report this feature. 


Your attention is called to the special reports on suc- 
ceeding pages. It is hoped that a motive of economy will 
not he allowed to keep these reports from publication. 
Much that is in them ought to be read by every parent in 
town. 
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cannot close this report without calling the atten- 
tion of the committee to the frugaliy and economical prac- 
tices of the teachers during the past year. Supplies never 
went so far; never so completely used. The habits of 
economy and thrift which the exigencies of the times have 
compelled will lave their value in the lives of the pupils, 
no doubt, but we hope we may not be compelled this year 
to go without quite so much as we have during 1917.

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REPORT OF HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


Mr. E. L. Willard, Supt. of Schools :— 
I herewith submit my annual report of the High School. 


The total enrollment for the term beginning Septem- 
ber, 1917, is 317, only nine less than last year, which is 
remarkable considering the unprecedented opportunity for 
highly remunerative work with little or no scholastic re- 
quirements. Perhaps more remarkable still is the fact that 
after three months of school our enrollment, instead of 


_ being as usual somewhat less, is one more than in Septem- 
ber.

The graduating class of 1917 numbered 59. Of that 
number 14 are now attending college, 6 are at Normal 
School, and 11 are attending other schools. making a total 
of 31 (5214%) continuing their education. 


Since my last report we have made a somewhat radi- 
cal change in our daily program. The school day has been 


lengthened one hour, and instead of six periods of about 


40 minutes each, we now have four 75 minute periods di- 
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vided 45 minutes for recitation and assignment and 30 min- 
utes for supervised study. 


We have been working under the new plans since Sep- 
tember, and while only a limited amount of data is at pres- 
ent at hand, everything thus far seems to prove that we 
have taken a long step toward solving many of our past 
difficulties. Some of its advantages are as follows: 


1. It reduces the number of failures and therefore 
elimination from school. 


2. It greatly reduces the amount of home study, al- 
though not entirely doing away with it. 


3. It does away with double periods of the old pro- 
orams. | 

4. It establishes a much closer bond between teacher 
and pupil. 

5. It lessens the break between the grammar and high 
school by giving the pupils individual attention. 

6. It encourages a spirit of earnestness and work and 
tends to raise the general average of scholarship. 

7. It allows opportunity for the brighter pupils to do 
extra work. 


While attending to their regular duties Natick High 
pupils have found time to do a considerable war service 
work. I woulda call attention to the fine record the girls 
have made in the Red Cross work, and the boys in the farm 
enlistment project. No better record has been established 
by any school in the country. During the fall something 
over $1,300.00 was collected by the scholars in answer to 
the various appeals for money for Soldiers’ Library Fund, 
Christmas boxes, etc. At present over 80% of the scholars 
have bought War Trading Stamps, over 30% have earned 
their War Certificates, and the slogan is “A school 100% 
patriotic.”

REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF GARDENS 


To Mr. E. L. Willard, Supt. of Schools :— 


I herewith submit a report of the work done by the pupils 
of the schools on the Hunnewell estate and on the playground 
at South Natick, with suggestions for the coming year. 


There were 26 pupils, 7 girls and 19 boys, who volun- 
teered to take gardens on the above-mentioned plots, which, 
with the help of their parents, they worked to a successf11l 
conclusion. 


| wish especially to call your attention to the work of 
Howard and Arthur Aseltine of the Wilson, who together 
planted and cared for a half acre plot of land, raising a fine 
crop of potatoes, squashes, beans, sweet corn, cabbages, cu- 
cumbers, peas, melons, beets, carrots and turnips. These boys 
worked diligently and faithfully from spring until fall and 
by their efforts put to shame those of some of the older boys. 
The best work done among the girls was that of Elizabeth Bis- 
mark of Natick, and of Margaret Walsh of South Natick. 
These two girls worked faithfully and earnestly throughout 
the entire season. The Houlihan brothers also worked faith- 
fully the entire season and produced good results without aid 
from their parents. 


From last year’s experience I do not favor the use of the 
boys and girls on the community plots. 


I suggest that the children be encouraged to have home 
gardens wherever practical, and prizes offered to encourage 
the work. If a school garden is to be contemplated it should 
be made a part of the school work, run on restricted area, 
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with a restricted amount of land to each pupil, and with special - 


hours in which to work under a supervisor. 


Such a piece of land should be plowed, manured, and pre- 
pared from the school funds to produce the best results. 

The schools should co-operate with the state boys’ and 
girls’ clubs, and see that each member is visited regularly 
during the summer by a supervisor. 

A school exhibition should be arranged for displaying 
produce raised. 

Classes in canning and preserving should be recruited 
from the boys and girls, and the domestic science department 
kept open all summer for their use.

The total enrollment for the year was 118, the number 
who retained membership 84.

The total enrollment this year was smaller than formerly 
among the Foreign Classes due to the return of soldiers to 
their native lands, and to the new United States Immigrant 
entrance requirements. The Commercial Department was 
overcrowded, many being turned away because of lack of type- 
writers. 


The attendance of the: Foreign Classes was excellent 
averaging 90%, that of the American Classes 81%.

In compliance with your request I herewith submit a 
report as to the general plan of the work in drawing and the 
happenings of the past year. 


We follow the same work as is attempted all over the 
State which includes Nature Stu:ly in September and October 
—measuring and lettering in November and December—work- 
ing drawings, still life and grouping in January and February 
—animal drawing and poster work in March and April—nature 
drawing and design in May and June—also correlation with 
the holiday activities of Thanksgiving Day, Christmas, Wash- 
ington’s and Lincoln’s Birthdays, Valentines Day and Mem- 
orial Day. 


In the High School more advanced work is carried on 
along lines adapted to the needs and liking of the pupils. We 
cannot do well what we do not enjoy; therefore I report no 
lack of enthusiasm. With the supervised study program the 
opportunity of electing drawing is seriously curtailed. Some 
industrious pupils who cannot “get it in” use their supervised 
study period of half an hour. 


We are indebted to the Natick Woman’s Club for a gift 
of ten dollars to buy models for still life study. We have 
filled our cabinet and are thankful for the interest and help. 


The Tableaux given in the Spring netted us one hundred 
-and seventy-two dollars with which we added fifteen casts, 
three pictures and their accessories. 
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For the past two months the mechanical desks have been 
put in the drawing room so that we are very crowded. I 
wish to call your attention to the lack of suitable furniture.

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DOMESTIC SCIENCE 


REPORT OF DOMESTIC SCIENCE DEPARTMENT OF 
NATICK PUBLIC SCHOOLS 


September 1917—January 1918 


The enrollment of the Domestic Science Department of 
the Natick Public Schoo!s, for the present year, has consisted 


of the Eighth Grade Pupils from the Bacon, Eliot, Felckville, 


and Wilson Schools; the Ninth Grade Pupils from the Eliot 
and Wilson Schools, and thirty-two giris frem the various 
classes in the High School. 


In the eighth grade the work has, up to the present 


‘time, covered the study of and experimental work upon, 


beverages, starch, sugar, cereals and wheat. It has been im- 
possible in many cases to follow the definite lessons of the 


- outline which has been used for several years, because of the 


high prices of various food products. Wherever possible, in 


place of the more expensive products, various substitutes 
_ have been used and studied very carefully. 


In the Ninth Grade the work has covered the study and 
experimental work in canning, of fruits and vegetables; jelly 
making; pickling; compositions and uses of fats and oils and 
the substitutions of vegetable oils for animal oils; sugar and 
sugar substitutions; pastry and cakes. With these classes it 
has been possible to study at some length food principles and 
how they are affected by various methods of cooking. In this 
work with both grades the value of self-reliance, honesty and 
earnest effort has been emphasized. The work has been 
affiliated as closely as possible with that of the home, and home 
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conditions have been considered in the carrying out of the 
various lessons. 


The High School classes have taken up the study of ad- 
vanced cookery, with special reference to assimilation of foods. 
With these classes it has been possible to use many substitu- 
tions for the more expensive foods, and to study these sub- 
stitutes from a dietetic standpoint. Balanced meals have been 
carefully planned and served in the class room. The econ- 
omic side of the present food situation has also received ex- 
haustive study. The pupils have shown great interest in the 
work and have accomplished much in the short time allotted 
to these lessons. I earnestly urge that more importance be 
given to this work which is so necessary at the present time, 
and more school credit be given for the time expended.

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PIHYSICIAN’S REPORT 


To the School Committee of Natick: 
K. L. Willard, Superintendent : 


I have the honor to present you herewith my report as 
School Physician for 1917. 


We have been fortunate this year in having no serious 
epidemic in our schools as we have had in previous years. . 
There have been a few cases of scarlet fever and diphtheria 
among the school children, but no more than we find any year. 
The general health of the school children has been excellent. 


Every pupil in my schools has been examined, and every 
year I find an improvement in some respects as the result 
of making some parents understand that their children can not 
attend school while having pediculosis or skin diseases. Very 
few cases of pediculosis have been found this year compared 
with former years on account of the battle against it hereto- 
fore. A good many children have enlarged tonsils; when 
combined with adenoids notices have been sent the parents 
advising operation. Quite a number of last year’s cases have 
been already operated on. ; 


The condition of the teeth among children in the lower 
grades is the most noticeable defect in our school children, 
and a defect often very far-reaching in effects on the present 
health and future life. 


It is only within a few years that physicians have recog- 
nized the effect on the system of the presence of diseased 
teeth. Many and many children are destined to go through 
life with a tremendous handicap on this account. That they 


— 
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‘are made subject on this account to many diseases is well 


known to physicians. I wish parents could be made to realize 
the burden that is laid on little children by reason of neglect 
of their teeth in very early years, long before the permanent 
teeth appear. In my opinion the years are not many before 
every town will. be compelled by the Legislature to appro- 
priate money for school dentists, that the children of those in 
poor circumstances may. have their teeth kept in as good con- 
dition as now can only be done by the well-to-do.

The following is my report as school physician for the 
year 191%. Every scholar has been examined. There were 
100 certificates sent home to parents, the greater part of 
them being for adenoids and tonsils. There were 86 certifi- 
cates made out for scholars to go to work and 187 for ad- 
mission to school following illness. There were 108 pupils 
who had five or more teeth in bad condition, the greater part 
of these being found in the lower grades. There were 222 
children who bite their finger nails either through nervous- 
ness or habit, the greater number being in the higher grades. 
One case of contraction of right sterno-mastoid muscle with 
retraction of head was referred to Children’s Hospital. One 
bad case of near-sightedness was referred to the Massachu- 
setts Eye and Ear Infirmary. There were 69 cases of adenoids 
and tonsils, and 2 cases of impacted wax in ears causing 
partial deafness.

The total length of pipe laid from 6 to 30 inches in diame- 
ter, including brick sewers, is fifteen miles, two thousand three 
hundred and eighteen (2,318) feet.

PUMPING STATION 


The pumping station is in a very satisfactory condition at 
present. A few repairs were made during the year. The cop- 
_ per conductors and gutters were in a very leal-y condition, and

they were repaired at a cost of two hundred seventeen dollars 
and fifty-four cents ($217.54). This work was necessary as 
the gutters were leaking badly and the roof water in the spring 
of the year was backing into the station, thus causing consider- 
able damage. 


The repairs to the shaft of the DeLavel Centrifugal pump 
which broke in July was an extra expense not looked forward 
to.

The expenses of the Station are greater than last year . 
owing to the increased cost of all supplies which are necessary 
for the operation of the plant. 


The Pumping Station consists of a screen house with 
screen chamber, receiving gallery, reservoir with three sep-— 
arate compartments, two pump wells, two horizontal boilers 
13 feet 6 inches long and 54 inches in diameter, two vertical 
-compound duplex pumps, one having a capacity for 2,000,000 
gallons. in 24 hours, and the other a capacity of 1,000,000 in 
24 hours, and one DeLavel Centrifugal Pump with a capacity _ 
of 4,000,000 gallons in 24 hours. 


The sewage is delivered upon the filter beds through a 
force main 8,000 feet long of 16-inch cast iron pipe, laid on a 
grade rising from the pumps through its entire length, thus 
enabling it to be emptied by gravity into the reservoirs when 
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necessary for cleaning. This force main runs under the 
Boston & Albany tracks, and the past year this pipe had to be 
repaired at this point because of leakage, which also added to 
the extra expense of the plant.

FILTER AREA 
The filtering area consists of 14 beds 200 feet square and 
one partly finished bed known as the “Pit.” The 16-inch 
force main which comes from the station is brought into a dis- 
tributing manhole at the head of the first row of beds from 


_which a 15-inch line of pipe distributes the sewage to the man- 


thole at the head of each individual bed. Cast-iron pipe 6 


inches in diameter, with gates so as each bed may be flooded 
with the proper amount of sewage, lead from each corner of 


these manholes. The filters are constructed of sand and 


through the center runs an 8-inch underdrain enlarging to 10- 
inch on the lower half of the beds. Inspection manholes are 
placed on the underdrains at their crossing with the line of 
beds, these manholes are constructed so as to catch all sand 
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that may filter into the underdrain. The underdrains are in- 


tercepted by a ten and twelve inch drain which empties into a 
small brook and flows into the Sudbury river. 


The filter beds are in excellent working conditon and are 
producing a satisfactory effluent. 


The banks have been raised and rebuilt in several places 
and the repairs to the distributing lines have been numerous. 

The increased expense of caring for the beds during the 
past two years may be attributed to the fact that we were 
obliged to wheel the sludge from the beds in a raw state, thus 
increasing the cost of cleaning beds. The sludge in past years 
was burnt before removing, reducing the quantity about fifty 
per cent. Expenditures as follows:

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WATER COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Natick we respectfully 
submit the forty-fourth annual report for the year ending De- 
cember 31, 1917. 


The board organized on March 10, 1917, as follows: 
Francis L. Sellew, Chairman; Henry M. Robbins, Clerk. 


The policy instituted during 1916 of financing all exten- 
sions of water mains out of current earnings of the Water 
Department has been pursued during the past year. Your 
board believes that it is only in line with conservative practices 
to reduce as rapidly as possible the burdensome bonded in- 
debtedness incurred by the Water Department in years gone 
by, and we have steadfastly refrained from increasing this 
debt by new issues of bonds. 


The work of collecting delinquent accounts has been 
continued during the past twelve months, and several hun- 
dred dollars have been realized thereon. Assistance has been 
rendered by your Town Counsel, William J. Naphen, Esq., 
several accounts placed in his hands for collection having 
been paid in full, while several others still remain unpaid. 


Departmental income during 1917 approximated the total 
earnings of the preceding year, coincident with a marked de- 
crease in the volume of water: pumped. Close inspection of 
metered services has unearthed instances of flagrant wastage 
of water, and improvements effected in certain services have 
corrected this evil to the consequent advantage of the Depart- 
ment. 


The initial use of wood pipe for water mains in outly- 
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ing districts during the past year is proving to be satisfactory 
in many particulars, and tends to reduce the cost of new ex- 
tensions very appreciably. The past year witnessed the in- 
stallation of new cast-iron water mains to replace old cement- 
lined mains which had depreciated after forty years’ continu- 
ous service. This task of renewing worn-out street mains 
must be energetically prosecuted if our water mains shall ade- 
quately meet the twofold requirements of unimpaired water 
supply and ample fire protection. 


The necessity of installing a heavy duty pump in the 


Springvale station to safeguard the town against the breaking 


down of either unit now installed confronts the board. We 
feel that a new pump of 4,000,000 gallons capacity should be 
purchased, but owing to present business conditions it is 
doubtful if delivery could be obtained until the end of the 
war. The cost of such a pump would also be excessive under 
present conditions.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S 2REPORT 


To the Water Commissioners of Natick and the Citizens of 
said Town. 


_ Herewith is submitted the forty-fourth annual report of 
the Superintendent of your Water Department :— 


Briefly, as befits the times, I beg leave to report that the 
ordinary work has proceeded,as usual during the past year, the 
only material variation being the increase of the laborers’ pay 
from $2.50 to $3.00 per day. The special job of reconstructing 
on North Main street has been prosecuted to a considerable 
extent, and it is hoped that very soon all that portion of our 
water system underlying the tracks of the electric railroad on 
that street will be removed to a safe and convenient distance 
from said tracks. Our operations are liable to be somewhat 
hampered by the soaring prices of materials of every kind. 
Cast-iron piping costs about three times as much as it did 
three years ago, and other things are nearly as expensive. 


Minimum Rate 
lt was to be expected that the establishment of a mini- 


mum rate would excite some adverse comment and criticism, © 


as such measures are apt to do. For myself I was really sur- 
prised at the large number of water takers affected by the new 
order and while wondering how people of an-average household 
could manage to get through a whole year with the use of so 
little water I could not help reflecting that if the mass of our 
customers were equally economical in that respect we should 
soon have to increase rates enormously or maintain the system 
by direct taxation. | However, the large majority of small 
takers seem to acquiesce gracefully with the new rates. 
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They realize that the mere payment for the water actually 


_ consumed in these cases is only one item to be considered in the 


matter of their obligation; that the water system is established 
for the use of all the people of our town, rich and poor, who 
are expected to contribute to its support according to their 
respective means ; that the expense of maintenance, repairs and 
supervision must be taken into account, not forgetting that 
monumental debt (well over $120,000 at this date) which still 
clings to the department; that while the water service is an 
undoubted benefit it must also bear the character of a burden, 
to some extent at least. But, when all is said and done, a 
little figuring will show that the Minimum Rate amounts to 
only about one cent and a half per day through the year, and 
that 20,000 gallons of water may be used for that sum. If 
other necessities of life were correspondingly cheap in these 
troublous days we might be tempted to believe tnat we should 
soon be revelling in the delights of a “Paradise Regained.” 


Moreover, if any person through poverty or misfortune 
should be unable to meet even this small rate, the doors would 
be opened for a full or partial abatement if a proper case was 
made out. 


Overdue Bills 


As stated in the Commissioner’s report, the process of 
reduction of these bills goes on steadily and we can almost see 
the end with all the money turned in that is possibly collectible. 


With authority to bring suit, action has been deferred to 
the utmost limit in order to give the delinquents abundant op- 
portunities to right themselves with the town. Most of the 
outstanding accounts of former years are now of small sums 
and are being paid by instalments, but there are three or four 
cases (surprising ones, too) wherein the parties involved give 
no sign as yet of honoring our request for settlement, and it 
seems likely that legal action must be taken. ; 


General Remarks 
Our working and office forces remain the same as in the 
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previous year, except that in the late summer Miss Mahaney 
resigned her position of assistant bookkeeper to enter into a 
new sphere of life. This young lady had been in the office sev- 
eral years, and her services were of a superior character as 
recognized by all who have had dealings with the department. 


We desire to express our sincere wishes for her good for- 
tune in the coming years. 


Miss Bertha Robinson, a graduate of last year’s High 
School class, now occupies the position vacated by Miss Ma- 
haney, and gives promise of becoming a worthy successor to 
that lady. 

Conclusion 

It will be observed that’ notwithstanding the serious draw- 
backs of high prices, etc., during the past year, we have been 
enabled to put considerably over $4,000 of our earnings to the 
credit of the Sinking Fund. This process of attacking our 
large debt, while it may be slow, is certainly a step in the right 
direction.
